This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
In the Specification: 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In the newly added 
paragraph to page 5, note that "traps !0" should cuneciiy be - transmission holes 10- and - 
(Fig 2)- should be inserted after "D" & "20", respectively. In the replacement paragraph to page 
7. note that -including four (4) transmission poles— should precede "20" and "01, 02. 03 and 
04" should be rewritten as - four (4) transmission poles .02, 03, 04 and 05 — ; also -including 
trap resonators- should precede "40" and "01 resonator" should be rephrased as — trap resonator 
01--, furthermore, note that "nine (9) transmission poles including 01 and three (3) trap 
resonators, also including 01" should be rephrased that "01 " serves as both a "pole" & a "trap 
resonator". In the replacement paragraphs to page 8, note that "7C to 7K" should be rewritten as 
— 7C. 7D. 7E, 7F, 7G, 7H, 7J, 7K— and —capacitance-- should precede "coupling I 1, C2 and C3- 

Also, note that "impedance Z" does not appear consistent with the corresponding labeling of 
"Zl" in Figs 7(\ 7D, 7F, 7H, 7K, 8 A, respectively; moreover, note that for the appropriate
